Angeles Dons, Miami Seahawks, and New York Yankees 
did not continue.

Charles 
Pratt & Co. became the leading refiner of crude oil, and 
manufactured many by-products including high quality 
illuminating oil, which he produced at his refineries in 
Greenpoint, Brooklyn under the trade name of Pratts Astral 
Oil. His product soon became world famous due to the 
slogan “It Will Not Explode”. In 1874 Pratt sold out to John 
D. Rockefeller and joined Standard Oil. His great wealth and 
philanthropic work benefited many. He established Pratt 
University in 1887 in Brooklyn with twelve students: today 
the school serves tens of thousands.

By 1864 the owners of the fabulous Comstock 
Lode silver mines were at an impasse. The Ophir, the 
Gould and the Curry had yielded riches almost 
beyond belief, but the antiquated mining methods had 
employed all but killed the golden goose. The shafts 
and tunnels were now deep in the heart of the 
mountain where the owners expected to find even 
greater treasures. Digging came to a halt when rising 
water levels overwhelmed the pumps, which simply 
could not push water back up to the surface. At this 
point Adolph Sutro came to the rescue. 

Adolph Sutro (1830-1898) was a Prussian Jew 
who came to America in 1850. Lured by the California 
Gold Rush, Sutro engaged in mercantile pursuits in 
the Stockton area. In 1860 he went to Nevada and set 
up a quartz-reducing mill. He conceived of the idea of 
driving a three-mile-long tunnel into the base of the 
mountain to drain and ventilate the mines from below. 
At first the idea was met with a great deal of 
skepticism, and local support was not forthcoming. 
Sutro turned to Europe, where mining methods were 
more advanced and financial backers more 
understanding. He secured enough funds to begin the 
project. In 1872, when this certificate was issued, the 
tunnel was still under construction. Six more years of 
Herculean labor was necessary to bring the project to 
completion. Sutro sold his interest, invested it in San 
Francisco real estate, and devoted the rest of his life 
to politics and philanthropy.

Dr. Roberts returned from the 
Pennsylvania oil fields totally convinced that there was 
money to be made in oil, and he discussed the matter 
with his brother, Colonel E.A. L. Roberts. At this point 
Colonel Roberts told him of an invention he was working 
on, an explosive torpedo designed to restore the flow of 
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wells that were no longer producing, and to increase the |® phase meee 


production of wells that were producing. The brothers |} s py! Wf 
immediately agreed to organize the Roberts Petroleum PA bo ee ta: 
Torpedo Company. 

With six torpedoes ready for testing, Colonel 
Roberts headed for the oil fields of Pennsylvania and talked a dubious oil well owner into trying the new product. 

The torpedo consisted of a long metal cylinder filled with gunpowder and attached to a steel cable, and was carefully 
lowered into the well. When it reached the bottom a metal weight was dropped down the wire to set off the charge. There was a 
tremendous explosion and smoke, rocks and metal fragments flew out of the hole and rained down on the observers. Moments 
later a bucket on the end of a rope was dropped down the hole and hauled back up, full of oil! The test was an unqualified 
SUCCESS. 

It was so successful that for the next twenty-five years the Roberts Brothers would spend a great deal of their time and 
energy fighting patent infringements and “moon-lighters” who produced their own unlicensed torpedoes.

John D. Rockefeller (1839-1937) was the dominant figure in the oil industry until his retirement in 1911. He started his 
business career as a bookkeeper and by age 19 was a partner in a produce business. He began operating a small refinery with 
his partners, and he quickly became alerted to the growing investment possibilities in what was then a fairly new industry. In 
1870, he organized the Standard Oil Company of Ohio and proceeded to achieve control over 90% of the oil refineries in the 
country. Rockefeller had little interest in discovering oil; he left that to the wildcatters and other speculators. He concentrated on 
the transportation, distribution and sale of petroleum products, building a fortune estimated at over a billion dollars. \\r In an 
effort to bypass certain governmental pressures concerning the alleged monopolistic powers of Standard Oil Company, the 
Standard Oil Trust was conceived and controlled by nine trustees. As general statutes at the time limited ownership in other 
firms in other states, Rockefeller and Flagler devised a plan to take care of these legalities. Acquisitions and ventures were 
channeled through trustees whose affiliation and loyalty to Rockefeller and Standard Oil were not readily obvious. This new 
arrangement enabled Rockefeller to form alliances and set up new concerns in other states while retaining complete control of 
all the various interests. It brought new meaning to the word “Trust”, and made Rockefeller and Flagler the most powerful 
individuals in the industry and the richest men in the world.

The term “Texas Association” was used for a 
group of 70 men who, on March 2, 1822, in Nashville, 
Tennessee, asked permission from the independent 
government of Mexico to settle in Texas. Robert 
Leftwich, the most important member, carried the 
request to Mexico City, but it took three years to 
secure a colonization contract. He received a contract 
on April 15, 1825 to introduce 800 families, but 
because the money advanced by the Texas 
Association had run out, he got the contract in his own 
name. On August 6, 1825 Leftwich sold his contract 
“Leftwich’s Grant” to the Texas Association. The 
contract gave permission to introduce colonists into an 
area covered by 17 present day Texas counties, 
including: Bastrop, Bell, Brazos, Burleson, Burnet, 
Comanche, Coryell, Falls, Hamilton, Lampasas, Lee 
Limestone, McLenna, Milam, Mills, Robertson and 
Williamson. This area was referred to as Leftwich’s 
Grant until October 15, 1827, when Stephen F. Austin, 
acting as agent for the Texas Association, referred to 
their petition as the “Nashville Company” rather than 
the “Texas Association”. 

In 1830 Sterling Clack Robertson, acting under a 
subcontract, began to recruit families and bring them 
to Texas. After much legal maneuvering with Austin, 
Robertson confirmed the boundaries as had been 
defined in the original Nashville Company's contract. In 
1834 Robertson was recognized as the empresario of 
the colony by the State Government of Coahuila and 
Texas. Robertson introduced 600 families, many at his 
own expense, before the Texas Declaration of 
Independence in 1836.

Morris and his partners speculated 
heavily in Western lands, believing that aristocrats fleeing 
European revolutions would be willing buyers. This trend did 
not develop, and Morris, despite his relationship with 
George Washington, ended up in debtor’s prison.

The company would eventually take 
over hydroelectric plants and become the Virginia Electric 
and Power Company. John Archer served as a major in the 
Continental Army. He would help frame the Maryland 
Constitution, and the Bill of Rights. Joseph Eggleston 
(1754-1811) served in the cavalry during the Revolutionary 
War. In the southern campaign against Colonel Tarleton, 
Captain Eggleston commanded the rear guard of Colonel 
Henry Lee’s legion and became known as one of the most 
efficient officers in the American cavalry. He was 
distinguished at Guilford Court House and Major Eggleston 
led the attack on British forces at the Battle of Eutaw in 
1781. After the war he served as a member of the Virginia 
assembly and as a Virginian Congressman.

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Foreign & Colonial Government Trust (London)

The Foreign & Colonial Government Trust was the first 
ever investment trust, similar to today’s mutual funds. The 
professionally managed funds were originally structured as 
“investment trusts”. Extremely popular in London, Edinburgh 
and Dundee, the investment trusts were propelled by large 
amounts of surplus capital, low interest rates in England and 
a booming American economy. The appearance of the 
investment trust marked the beginning of a movement that 
played a major role in shaping the nation’s savings and 
establishing Britain’s supremacy in world commerce and 
trade in the late nineteenth and twentieth century. 

Founded in 1868, the Foreign & Colonial Government 
Trust sought to tap investment opportunities and 
accumulating wealth. The founders’ immediate inspiration 
for the Trust, however, was the Companies Act of 1862 and 
1867. The Companies Act introduced limited liability, which 
restricted shareholders’ risks to the money they had put up 
and the amount unpaid on their shares instead of their 
whole estate. Additionally, interest rates were low and 
British government securities were yielding about 3 per cent. 
Other foreign government issues, railway bonds and 
mortgages were available, offering a much better return, but 
were naturally less secure. 

The Trust was founded as a means of garnering extra 
yield; however, the Trust’s promoters had to offer something 
which cushioned the risks and conducted business with 
integrity and rectitude. In their original prospectus, their 
overall guiding principal was the following: “...to give the 
investor of moderate means the same advantages as the 
large capitalist in diminishing the risk of investing in Foreign 
and Colonial Government Stocks, by spreading the 
investment over a number of different stocks. “ 

The original 1,176,500 stock offered to the public was 
to be invested in eighteen issues of fifteen government 
stocks which were held in the names of five highly respected 
trustees. The trustees were appointed for life and were 
responsible for the management of the Trust. The public 
was Cautious in the initial offering of stock and only 588,300 
was taken up. The trustees pressed ahead with the Trust. In 
its first ten years’ the Trust issued five series of Certificates 
bringing the nominal capital up to 3,500,00; and it formed a 
new trust, The American Investment Trust, which 
specialized in American railway stock. Soon, The Foreign & 
Colonial Government Trust had imitators, spurred by its 
example. By 1875 seventeen other trusts were quoted on 
the Stock Exchange. The investment trust movement had 
been born.

On the other hand, “essay” notes have been 
found in original hoards of CSA paper, proving that 
they were contemporary to the Confederacy, and 
almost every major collector of CSA currency has 
included the “essays” in their holdings.

The Indian Princess has always had a reputation as the rarest and most difficult to obtain of the regular Confederate 
issues. Population reports now indicate 100 or so pieces known, 
which is a population comparable to the $500 Montgomery T-2. 
While the numbers do not lie, they don’t tell the entire story. Only 
7,160 of these notes were issued, but they were printed on low 
quality paper which did not wear well. Most of the known surviving 
examples are only in the Good to Very Good range. A fru/y 
attractive \ndian Princess is much more elusive than any of the 
other CSA rarities.. 

New to the census, our current example remained hidden to 
the numismatic fraternity until recently, when it was acquired by our 
consignor, along with other notes in this portion of the auction 
catalogue. Our consignor, noted some minor damage that may 
have occurred when this example was dismounted from its original 
album. Recognizing the historic importance and rarity of this note, 
he had the damaged areas professionally restored, and the results 
are extremely impressive, as can be seen in the illustration above.

The Dahlonega Mint was seized by the Confederacy on April 8, 1861. According to Breen, there was perhaps $13,345 
worth of uncoined gold bullion in the vault. Using the official United States dies, and planchets already prepared, Confederate 
officials coined an unknown quantity of gold dollars and quarter eagles (perhaps 3,500 coins in total). After the prepared 
planchets were exhausted, coin production came to a grinding halt. The Dahlonega Mint then served the Confederacy as an 
Assay Office. 

On the night that Richmond was evacuated, April 9, 1865, Confederate officials gathered up all of the official CSA 
Treasury records, and all of the gold and silver, and shipped them by train to Charlotte. The gold and silver coins were 
distributed to the Confederate troops. While many of the official Confederate records were eventually gathered up and sent to 
Washington, the records of the Dahlonega Mint never reached the National Archives. As a result, any documents with a 
Confederate imprint that relate to the Dahlonega Mint are very rare and desirable. There are none listed in CSA /mprints, and 
public offerings are practically nonexistent. 

We know of only one Dahlonega silver bar certified by the Dahlonega Mint, and we know of only one other Dahlonega 
Assay Office Receipt. Receipt #174, dated August 16, 1862, the day after our current example was issued, appeared in 
Smythe’s September 1987 VNA-Richmond Auction of The Douglas B. Ball Collection as Lot 887, where it brought $1,000. No 
other examples have been reported to us in the twenty-two years since then. 

Almost a quarter of a century has gone by since the last opportunity to acquire a Confederate Dahlonega Assay Office 
Receipt. Who can say when the next opportunity will present itself?

On July 24, 1861, Lt. Colonel John Robert Baylor led 300 men from the Second Texas Mounted Rifles, El Paso County 
scouts, and some civilians, up the Rio Grande toward Fort Fillmore, and entered the nearby town of Mesilla. A day later Union 
Major Lynde led a force of 380 infantry and mounted riflemen, and some howitzers, into Mesilla and demanded Baylor’s 
surrender. Baylor refused, Lynde attacked, and was repulsed. The Union Major ordered a retreat. Baylor, and a force bolstered 
by some civilians, followed the Union troops, caught up with them, and captured the entire force. Baylor issued a proclamation 
creating Arizona Territory, Confederate States of America, in Mesilla, and named himself governor. 

In the spring of 1862, CSA General Henry Hopkins Sibley arrived with three regiments of Texas Mounted Volunteers. He 
observed rampant profiteering, “enormous” interest rates, and other such economic extortion, centering around the uncertain 
value of Confederate Treasury notes. Sibley quickly issued General Order Number 27, which deals directly with the 
“...treasonable practice of depreciating the currency and credit of the Confederate States, by discounting the Treasury Notes 
and issues at enormous rates...”. He clearly foresaw the dire consequences of these activities, so much so that he imposed 
criminal consequences. 

On May 21, 1862, a little more than a week after General Order 27 was printed, Buchoz, Grandjean & Co. issued paper 
money at Mesilla, “Redeemable in Confederate Treasury Notes”, utilizing pen-altered drafts from John W. Quincy & Co., New 
York. One of these notes appeared in our June 2005 Memphis Auction, Lot 1354, where it realized $17,250, underscoring the 
intense interest in the Confederate occupation of Arizona Territory, centered around Mesilla. Don’t be surprised if our estimate 
range is exceeded.

Brigadier-General Joseph R. West was born Louisiana, 
moved to California, and from there enlisted as a soldier for 
the Mexican war. He became a private in the mounted 
volunteers, and was promoted to captain in 1847. Later, 
West was attached to the Maryland and District of Columbia 
volunteers, and was honorably mustered out of the service 
on August 10, 1848. He then returned to California. On Aug. 
5, 1861, he was commissioned lieutenant-colonel of the 1st 
California Volunteer Infantry. On June 1, 1862, Lieutenant 
Colonel West was promoted to the position of colonel and 
the regiment became a part of the California column, under 
command of Brigadier General Latham Carleton, which 
marched from San Pedro to the Rio Grande and assisted in 
the recapture of New Mexico.

In 1856, Californians were still very isolated from the 
Eastern banking centers. Mail and passengers were sent by 
ship, around Cape Horn. A trip that took weeks. Ten days 
could be saved by traveling across the Isthmus of Panama, 
but this was far from the ideal solution. While the 
Californians eagerly awaited the day that they could travel 
across the country by train, an intermediate solution was 
envisioned. The Post Office Department began taking bids 
for an overland mail route. Perhaps in anticipation of this 
development, the Missouri & California Overland Mail & 
Transportation Company was organized. 

While the idea was timely, heavy competition appeared 
in the form of John Butterfield, who organized his own 
overland mail company and won the Post Office contract. 
Butterfield operated successfully until the start of the War

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HINTS FOR BIDDING 
BY FAX OR MAIL 


Bidding in auctions can sometimes be a real challenge, 
but bidding by mail presents its own set of issues. Many 
dealers and collectors are not able to appear at auction in 
person, yet want to participate in the bidding process. 
Experience has taught us ways to minimize frustrations, 
and maximize results for those bidding by mail, and we 
would like to share some of those ideas with you. Here 
are the questions we are asked most often, and some of 
the suggestions we have made to bidders submitting 
mail bids. We think they will save you time and money, 
as well as help you win lots you might otherwise miss. 


“IT can't come to your office to view lots, but I want 
to know more about a particular lot before I bid on 
it.” 


Lots are available to be viewed at the times and places 
posted in the front of the catalogue. We often bring lots 
to conventions, and there is no better way to learn about 
numismatics or scripophily than to attend a convention, 
view auction lots, and talk to dealers and collectors. But 
if you can't view items personally, here is how we can 
help you get a better idea of what you are bidding on: 


1) Call us, and we will be happy to have one of our 
experts describe any lot you ask about. 

2) We can arrange to copy most items and we will 
FAX or mail the copies to you at a nominal charge. We 
can also scan items and email images. 

3) If you have established credit with us, we may be 
able to ship lots to you for direct viewing. 


Please realize that requests for phone assistance, for 
copies or for shipping lots directly to you must be 
arranged well in advance of the closing date of the sale, 
and that a cost may be charged for these services. 


“I have a limited budget and although there are 
many items I would like to bid on, I am afraid of 
exceeding my budget.” 


There is an easy way to solve this problem. It is called a 
“limit” bid sheet. Let’s look at an example. Mr. Smith 
collects Confederate notes, and he sees that there are 


over thirty lots he would like to buy. His budget is 
$1,000, but the estimates on the thirty lots he likes add 
up to well over $5,000. If he bids on all thirty, he might 
win them all and exceed his budget. To be safe, he bids 
on only ten, and he wins only one lot for a $100. Mr. 
Smith is disappointed because he missed the chance to 
bid on all thirty lots. He could have bid safely on all 
thirty lots and increased his chances of improving his 
collection by submitting a “limit” bid sheet. Here is how 
it works: 


Mr. Jones has the same collecting interests as Mr. Smith. 
He has the same $1,000 budget. Mr. Jones bids on all 
thirty lots he is interested in. He writes at the bottom of 
his bid sheet “Please limit my total winning bids to 
$1,000.” Every time Mr. Jones wins a lot, we keep track 
of his total spending. When the total reaches $1,000, we 
will stop applying his bids. We did what he would have 
done had he been at a live auction. We spent only what 


he budgeted for. 


“What if there are three similar lots, and I only want 
one?” 


“#101 OR #102 OR #103 at $200” will work perfectly. 


“T bid $30 on a lot that was estimated at $100, and I 
didn't get the lot. Later, when I got the Prices 
Realized, the lot was reported as unsold. Why didn’t 
I get the lot?” 


The Terms of Sale state that bids less than 60% of the 
estimate will not be accepted. As auctioneers, we have a 
responsibility to the consignors as well as the bidders. 
Any bid that is considered to be less than the “...regular 
market value...” of the item may be rejected by the 
auction house. Keep this in mind when making bids 


below the estimates given.
